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15th Anniversary Convention Highlights 


WCT Wins Hutchinson AACT/FEST Competition 


“Julius and Ethel” an onginal script 
about the famous Rosenberg spy case of 
the 1950's, written and directed by Loren 
Reyher, won first place at the American 
Association of Community Theatre/ 
Kansas Festival, a part of the 15th annual 
Association of Kansas Theatre conven- 
tion, in Hutchinson, March 10-12. 

The AACT/FEST inaugurated Hutch- 
inson Community College’s new Fine 
Arts Center, which was completed shortly 
before the opening of the convention. 

Presented by Wichita Community 
Theatre, which also won the title in the 
1987 AACT/FEST, “Julius and Ethel” 
entered regional competition at Spring- 
field, MO, April 28. If it won there, it will 
represent this region at the national com- 
petition in Omaha, NB, and possibly eam 
a trip to international competition later 
this year in Monaco. 

Theatre Atchison’s staging of “Bet- 
tayed” took second place honors, with 
Manhattan Civic Theatre’s production of 
“Present Tense” finishing third. 

Other competitors included “Practical 
Matters Of Present Day Dreamers,” an 
original work by John T. Hines presented 
by Pawnee Valley Theatre of Larned; 
“The Effect of Gamma Rays On Man-In- 
The-Moon Marigolds” by Chanute Com- 
munity Theatre, and “A..My Name Is 
Alice” by Brown Grand Players of 
Concordia. 

Adjudicators for the competition in- 
cluded Kent R. Brown, drama department 
chairman at the University of Arkansas, 
Fayetteville; Kenneth Benton, a freelance 
director from Oklahoma City who cur- 
rently serves on the National AACT/ 
FEST Commission for 1991, and JoAnn 
Muchmore, managing director of the 
Temple (TX) Civic Theatre. 

The AACT/FEST competition was 
only one facet of AKT’s “15th Anniver- 
sary Convention,” which also invited par- 
ticipants to participate in a number of

workshops designed to help them im- 
prove their production skills and en- 
courage increased participation in 
theatre in general. 

—For directors, the convention offered 
workshop sessions in basic blocking/ 
focus techniques and motivational strat- 
egies involving blocking & character 
interpretation. 

—Technicians learned about “friendly 
plastic” in a workshop on plastic mask- 
making and examined the capabilities of 
computer-aided design in a last-minute 
replacement workshop. 

—Theatre educators attended a discus- 
sion concerning the work done by an 
AKT committee charged with creating a 
K-12 drama/theatre curriculum for the 
Kansas State Department of Education to 
help meet Kansas Arts Commission arts 
education initiatives. Included in the dis- 
cussion were possible revisions of teacher 
certification in drama/theatre currently 
under consideration by the KDSE. 
—Children’s theatre specialists met fora 
creative drama activities swap and 
watched a performance of “Child Heart,” 
a play written and performed by Sterling 
High School students based on universal 
experiences from childhood. 

—Theatre adminstrators were not left 
out, with workshops offered in financial 
support (intriguingly titled “Searching 
For The Green M&M's”) and recruiting 
and retaining volunteers. 

A display of the latest in theatrical 
equipment and supplies was also avail- 
able in the convention’s exhibit hall, 
along with snack and beverage service 


provided as a fund-raiser by HCC's 
drama fraternity, Delta Psi Omega. 

Attracting a great deal of attention in 
the display area was AKT’s “CLASS 
AKT™ booth. In addition to a wide selec- 
tion of AKT sweatshirts, mugs, playing 
cards, and other mementoes for sale, the 
booth also featured continuous showings 
of “Theatre Alive!,” the AKT-produced 
videotape which supports and promotes 
the wide variety of theatre available in 
Kansas. 

In addition to all of the “planned” 
activities, members also received ample 
opportunities to meet old friends and net- 
work with other state theatre buffs during 
“afterglow” parties atSouth Hutchinson's 
Best Western SunDome, the convention 
motel, each evening following the AACT/ 
KESE 

Convention activities culminated in 
the brunch and awards ceremony at the 
SunDome. Nearly 100 members and 
guests saw AKT president Dr. Lendley 
Black present plaques to Volume Shoe 
Corporation of Topeka, Emporia State 

University’s Summer Theatre, HCC trus- 
tee Richard C. Parker, and State Sen. 
Audrey Langworthy, as recipients of 
AKT’s major awards for 1989. 

Award certificates were also presented 
to a number of individuals for support of 
Kansas theatre and the arts during the 
past year, Awards to outstanding Kansas 
secondary school administrators and 
teachers, often included in the awards 
banquetin the past, had been presented at 
a separate ceremony prior to an AACT/ 
FEST production Saturday evening.

One of the major events of any AKT 
Convention is the opportunity to recope 
nize individuals, companies, of orpane 
izations Who have made significant cone 
tributions to advaneing the theatre art 
form in the state of Kansas, 

Honored this year were Volume Shoe 
Corporation of Topeka, “Steven B, Cathey 
Award;” Emporia State University Sum-« 
mer Theatre and Richard C, Parker, 
Hutchinson Community College Board 
of Trustees, “Outstanding Achievement 
In Theatre;” and Senator Audrey Lang- 
worthy, who is the first recipient of a new 
award category this year, the “Lepislative 
Leader of Theatre and the Arts.” 

The prestigeous “Stephen B. Cathey 
Award” is named for the late assistant 
vice-president of public relations for 
Southwestern Bell Telephone, who was 
instrumental in creating their Kansas 
Arts Excellence Program. It is presented 
to business leaders or organizations who 
exhibit the same breadth of vision as 
Cathey in their endeavors to bring busi- 
ness and the arts together in the state. 

Volume Show Corporation of Topeka, 
the award recipient, was the “flagship 
donor’ for Topeka Civic Theatre, helping 
to underwrite the group's first season. The 
company has maintained this support 
through the years, broadening its efforts 
to include other arts groups in the Topeka 
area as well. 

“Outstanding Achievement in Theatre 


Awards” are presemied by AKT in tee 
copnilion of achievements in the theatre 
of state, regional, or national significance, 

The first of these was presented to 
imporia State University’s Summer 
Theatre, which celebrates its $5th an 
niversary this year, [It was cited for con 
tinuing high quality productions since it 
was founded in 1954, 

The other honoree, Riehard Parker, a 
Hutchinson business leader and member 
of the HCC Board of Directors, was ested 
for his efforts to fund and build the new 
Fine Arts Center al Hutchinson Come 
munity College, providing a valuable arts 
resource for the community and sure 
rounding area, 

A newaward, the “Legislative Leader of 
Theatre and the Arts” was established this 
year to recognize those members of state 
or local governmental bodies who demon- 
strate outstanding support — documen- 
ted by voting records or other concrete 
evidence — for theatre and the arts. 

The initial award was presented to Aud- 
rey Langworthy, who represents Johnson 
County's 7th District in the Kansas State 
Senate. She has long supported the arts, 
and is most recently the sponsor of Senate 
Bill #186, which allows Johnson and 
Wyandotte Counties to become part of 
the Kansas and Missouri metropolitan 
culture and recreation district compact.

Their collective efforts provided 
insightful responses and helped us 
understand these productions and the 
work which created them.
